RELIEF  ROLLSfftURTAIIivENT  SHOV^N 


On  Ivlay  25,  1935,  there  were  1,680,480  persons  receivinpr  unemployment  relief  in 
Pennsylvania,  representing  a decline  of  13,846  in  the  number  of  relief  recipients 
since  the  previous  week.  During  the  past  six  weeks,  as  a result  of  seasonal  and 
other  employment  gains  in  many  parts  of  the  State,  the  relief  rolls  have  decreased  by 
more  than  63,000  persons^  or  almost  four  per  cent  less  than  the  number  at  the  beginning 
of  this  period.  The  present  v;eek  showed  the  second  largest  decline  reported  thus  far. 
Applications  for  relief  assistance  increased  slightly  in  the  current  v;eek;  from  13,446 


to  13,746. 

The  opening  of  10,652  cases  and  the  closing  of  14,388  cases  was  responsible  for 
the  current  decline  in  case  load.  Both  of  the  above  showed  declines  since  the  previous 
week,  but  the  number  of  cases  closed  remained  the  higher  figure.  The  number  of  direct 
relief  cases  and  the  number  of  work  relief  cases  v\?ere  less  than  in  the  preceding  week, 
with  the  latter  recording  the  greatest  curtailment  (from  4^546  to  43,754*). 

During  the  week  ending  Ivlay  25th,  the  43,225*  persons  employed  on  the  Jork  Relief 

A 

Program  earned  |725,957.77.  Expenditures  for  work  relief  in  the  current  week,  which 
applied  to  work  done  in  previous  weeks,  amounted  to  $722,626.91.  Direct  relief  ex- 
penditures were  $2,907,610.20  in  the  present  week,  total  expenditures  for  direct  and 
work  relief  totaled  $3,630,237.11,  a decline  of  almost  $17,000  since  the  prior  week. 

The  average  weekly  grant  to  direct  relief  cases  was  $7.27  and  that  received  by  work 
relief  cases  was  $13.19,

On  May  25,  1935,  there  7;ero  1,680,480  persons  receiving  unemployment  r^-- 
licf  in  Pennsylvania,  representing  a decline  of  13,846  in  the  nuiuber  of  rdi'^^f 
recipients  since  the  previous  week.  During  the  past  six  weeks,  as  a result  of 
seasonal  and  other  employment  gains  in  many  parts  of  the  State,  the  relief  rolls 
have  been  decreased  by  mors  than  63,000  persons;  or  almost  four  per  cent  less 
than  the  number  at  the  beginning  of  this  period.  The  present  week  .shoT:ed  the 
second  largest  decline  reported  thus  far.  i.pplications  for  relief  assistance 
increased  slightly  in  the  current  ?;eek;  from  13,446  to  13,746. 

The  opening  of  10,652  cases  and  the  closing  of  14,383  cases  was  responsible 
for  the  current  decline  in  case  load.  Botii  of  the  above  showed  declines  since 
the  previous  week,  but  the  number  of  cases  closed  remained  the  higher  figure. 

The  number  of  direct  relief  cases  -and  the  number  of  work  relief  cases  were  less 
than  in  the  preceding  week,  with  the  latter  recording  the  greatest  curtailment 
(from  46,546  to  43,754*). 

During  the  week  ending  May  25th,  the  43,225*  persons  actually  employed  on 
tht;  Viork  Relief  Program  earned  $725,957.77.  Expenditures  for  work  relief  in 
the  current  week,  v-hich  applied  to  ivork  done  in  previous  weeks,  am.cuntcd  to 
$722,626.91.  Direct  relief  expenditures  were  $2,907,610.20  in  the  present 
week,  total  expenditures  for  direct  and  work  relief  totaled  $3,630,237.11,  a 
decline  of  almost  $17,000  since  the  prior  week.  The  aver-age  weekly  grant  to 
direct  relief  cases  was  $7.27  and  that  recc;ived  by  work  relief  cases  v/as  §13.19.

RELIEF  ROLLS  AITD  APPLICATIONS  DECLIIS  AG.^ET 


A further  decline  of  8,193  was  shown  in  the  niunber  of  persons  receiving 
relief  during  the  week  ending  June  1,  1935.  In  that  week,  v;hich  represented  the 
seventh  consecutive  one  in  which  the  relief  load  decreased,  1,669,253  persons 
received  unemployment  relief  in  Pennsylvania,  The  number  of  relief  applications 
during  the  current  week,  11,537,  was  also  less  t'.an  the  number  in  the  preceding 
week. 

The  seasonal  trend  in  the  relief  rolls  continui^d  downwajrd,  and  in  the  week 
endirig  June  1 no  effects  of  the  abolition  of  the  N.R.A.  codes  had  as  yet  become 
evident  in  the  relief  load  figures. 

The  not  decrease  of  2,213  in  the  number  of  relief  farailios  was  due  to  the 
opening  of  9,500  cases  and  the  closing  of  11,713  cases.  The  number  of  cases  open- 
ed has  shown  decreases  for  the  past  two  weeks.  In  direct  relief,  a decline  of 
almost  700  cases  was  shorn.,  whereas  the  cui'tailncnt  in  thu  number  of  work  relief 
cases  v/as  a little  more  than  double  this  araount. 

In  the  week  ending  J\mo  1st,  the  niunber  of  persons  actually  employed  on  the 
Vfork  Relief  Program  decreased  from  43,225  to  39,567,  with  this  latter  number  earn- 
ing $583,705,10  during  the  week.  Expenditures  for  Work  Relief  in  the  current  week, 
which  applied  to  work  done  in  previous  weeks,  ancon ted  to  $687,730,40.  Direct 
Relief  oncnditurcs  were  $2,944,424,75  in  the  present  v;cck,  an  increase  of 
$36,814,55  over  the  previous  \7cck.  The  average  weekly  grant  to  direct  relief  cases 
amounted  to  $7,33  during  the  week,  and  that  received  by  'work  relief  cases  v/as 
$13.00,  Total  expenditures  for  direct  and  work  relief  vrcre  ;$3,632,155.15  in  the 
week  ending  June  1st,  an  increase  of  less  than  $2,000  since  the  preceding  week. 

In  order  to  present  the  figures  for  June,  1935  in  the  Statc-wido  tables  and 
charts,  the  data  for  the  month  of  February  were  excluded.  Complete  statistical 
relief  infermation  for  tho  calendar  month  of  February,  as  'well  as  for  the  four 
procoding  months  has  been  made  available  for  public  purposes  in  tho  'TIonthly 
Relief  Bulletins’’,  A complete  statistical  report  by  counties  for  the  week  end- 
ing June  1,  1935  is  attached.

There  were  1,663,184  persons  receiving  unemployment  relief  in  Pennsylvania  during 
the  week  ending  June  8,  1935,  a decline  of  6,069  persons  since  the  ^cevious  week. 

This  current  decline  was  next  to  the  smallest  one  shown  in  the  past  eight  weeks. 

The  number  of  relief  apnlications  increased  2,629  since  the  nreceding  week  (from. 
11,4-36  to  14,065|.  The  concurrent  rise  in  applications  and  sm.aller  decline  in  case 
load  was  the  probable  result  of  a number  of  economic  factors;  among  which  v/ere  the 
re-emphasis  in  recent  statements  from  ’Washington  that  preference  in  er.ploym.ent  on 
the  ^4,000,000,000  Work  Relief  Progfam  will  be  given  to  employable  v/orkers  on  relief 
rolls,  the  delayed  effect  of  seasonal  curtailments  in  bitumjinous  coal  employment  several 
months  ago,  and  situations  arising  out  of  post-N.R.A.  conditions. 

The  opening  of  10,367  cases  and  the  closing  of  12,064  cases  v/as  responsible  for 
the  decline  in  case  load.  In  the  past  twelve  weeks,  8,198  heads  of  families  who  have 
voluntarily  left  the  relief  rolls  to  accept  tem.porarj’-  jobs  here  granted  Automatic 
Reinstatem.ent  Certificates,  and  to  date  only  652  of  these  have  been  returned  to  a 
relief  status  by  presentation  of  these  certificates.  Decreases  in  the  week  Ending 
J\ine  8th  were  reported  in  both  the  number  of  direct  relief  cases  and  the  num.ber  of  work 
relief  cases. 

An  increase  from  39,567  to  41,574  was  shown  in  the  number  of  persons  working  on  the 
Work  Relief  Program,  with  this  latter  number  earning  |704,891.96  during  the  present  week. 
Expenditures  for  work  relief  in  this  week,  which  applied  to  work  done  in  previous  weeks, 
amounted  to  :|703,872, 95,  Direct  relief  expenditures  were  $2,911,925.19  in  the  current 
week.  Total  expenditures  for  direct  and  work  relief  am.ounted  to  |3 ,615,798.14  in  the 
week  ending  June  8th,  a decline  of  more  than  $16,000  since  the  prior  week.  The  average 
weekly  grant  to  direct  relief  cases  totaled  $7,31  during  the  week  andthat  received  by 
work  relief  cases  was  $13.56.

There  were  1,663,184  persons  receiving  uncmploynent  relief  in  Pennsylvania 
during  the  week  ending  June  8,  1935,  a decline  of  6,069  persons  since  the  previous 
week.  This  current  decline  was  next  to  the  smallest  one  shown  in  thu  past  eight 
weeks ► 

The  number  of  relief  applications  incruasud  2,629  since  the  preceding 
week  (from  11,436  to  14,065).  The  concurrent  rise  in  applications  and  smaller 
decline  in  case  load  was  the  probable  result  of  a nuiibor  of  economic  factors; 
among  which  wore  the  rc-emphasis  in  recent  statements  from  V/aahington  that  prefer- 
ence in  omploymont  on  the.  $4,000,000,000  Work  Relief  Program  v.lll  bo  given  to 
employable  workers  on  relief  rolls,  the  dGl":ycd  effect  of  seasonal  curtailments 
in  bituminous  coal  employment  several  raonths  ago,  and  situations  arising  out  of 
post-H.R.A.  conditions. 

Tlio  opening  of  10,367  cases  and  the  closing  of  12,064  cases  was  responsible 
for  the  decline  in  case  lo.ad.  In  the  past  twelve  v/ccks,  8,198  heads  of  fcmilies 
v;ho  have  voluntarily  loft  the  relief  rolls  to  accept  temporary  jobs  V'orc  granted 
Automatic  Reinstatement  Certifi cates , and  to  datu  only  652  of  tnese  have  boon 
returned  to  a reliof  status  by  presentation  of  those  certificates.  .Decreases  in 
the  week  ending  Juno  8th  were  reported  in  both  the  number  of  direct  relief  cases 
and  the  number  of  vrork  relief  cases. 

An  increase  from  39,567  to  41,574  was  shov;n  in  the  neonber  of  persons  working 
on  the  Work  Relief  Program,  v;ith  this  latter  nuraber  earning  $704,891.96  during 
the  present  week.  Expenditures  for  v.'ork  relief  in  this  week,  ■..iiicli  applied  to 
work  done  in  previous  weeks,  amounted  to  $703,872.95.  Direct  relief  expenditures 
were  $2,911,925.19  in  the  current  week.  Total  expenditures  for  direct  and  wori: 
relief  .emoimted  to  $3,615,793.14  in  the  week  ending  June  3th,  a decline  of  more 
than  $16,000  since  the  prior  week.  The  average  weekly  grant  to  direct  rcTicf 
cases  totaled  t'7.31  during  the  week  and  that  received  by  \/ork  relief  eases  was 
$13 . 56 .

The  number  of  persons  receiving  unemployment  relief  in  Pennsylvania  on 
June  15th  (l,656,v.45)  was  7,13:  less  than  the  number  one  week  earlier.  The 
case  load  decline  (1,250  families)  was  smaller  than  that  in  recent  weeks,  due 
t»  the  haavy  increase  in  relief  applications  last  week  and  the  substantial 
number  of  applications  received  tliis  Vireek. 

In  the  v;eek  ending  June  15th,  12,993  applications  for  relief  aid  were  re- 
ceived, or  1,166  fev/er  than  in  the  prior  week,  slight  rise  was  shown  in  the 
number  of  work  relief  cases,  whereas  the  number  of  direct  relief  cases  declined 
by  1,283,  During  the  week  12,013  cases  wei'e  closed,  which  represented  2,7  per 
cent  of  the  number  receiving  relief  at  the  beginning  of  the  week.  The  number 
of  cases  opened  in  this  same  week,  10', 763,  was  smaller  than  the  number  closed. 
The  rate  of  turnover  in  the  case  load;  that  is,  the  number  of  cases  opened 
plus  cases  closed  divided  by  number  of  cases  at  beginning  of  weeks,  vms  5,2  per 
cent . 

persons  working  on  the  .<’ork  Relief  progr:im  in  the  present  week,  41,833, 
represented  an  increase  of  259  ove^’  the  preceding  week.  Earnings  of  these 
workers  were  |?713,474.13  during  the  week  ending  June  15th,  Expenditures  for 
work  relief  in  this  week,  which  applied  to  work  done  in  previous  weeks, 
amounted  to  .^681,435,81,  Direct  relief  expenditures  were  $2,938,754.77  in 
the  current  week.  Total  expenditures  for  direct  and  work  relief  amounted  to 
$3,620 ,19i^  ,58  in  the  week  ending  June  15th.  Tlie  average  weekly  grant  to  di- 
rect relief  cases  totaled  .$7.40  during  the  week  and  that  recei  ved  by  v;ork  re- 
lief cases  was  $12,98,
